REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
A. Applicant argues "In the present case, if Dolin and Richardson were to be combined as suggested by the Examiner, Dolin's 
process would not be needed and therefore the combination would clearly change principle operation of Dolin's invention... Thus, 
in Dolin. the configurer applies general knowledge about which switch should be used to control a light based on the spatial 
relationship of the switch and the light on the electronic display screen. If there were a rule set indicating probable resource 
positions as well as a way to automatically compare actual resource positions to the rule set, Dolin's entire process would not be 
needed". 

A -Dolin, column 4, lines 22-41 disclose a floor plan with positions of nodes, this relates to a rule set as positions are determined. Further, 
probable relative positions is not defined within the specification (nor claims), as such, Dolin determines where resources should 
be and the position of additional resources are determined based on the first resource position, meaning that the second 
resource position could be different. 

B. Applicant argues "Each of independent claims requires, a method for validating likely correct resource communications". 

B - It is noted that this requirement is located within the pre-amble and is intended use. However, communications are validated with 
respect to communication over the network [Dolin. column 7. lines 32-651. 

C. Applicant argues "the Office Action cobbles together different steps from two references (Dolin and Richardson) that are in completely 

different fields of art in an impermissible manner". 
C - Dolin discloses configuring devices in an automated environment, Richardson, in the same filed of endeavor discloses adjusting 

devices in an automated manner, Both related to automatecL systems, as such, it is reasonable that one of average skill in the art 

at the time the invention was made would locate both references.
